WASHINGTON (AP) - President Carter 
is piling up endorsements, pitching for local 
support and planning the biggest formal 
blowout the White House has ever seen to 
promote his treaty to give up control of the 
Panama Canal. 


White House mail is overwhelmingly 
against the treaty. 


“This is one of those items that falls on the 
shoulders of leaders which is not a popular 
thing," Carter said Tuesday in a sales talk 
to civic leaders from Florida and Georgia. 
“Many American citizens, welleducated 
and yery patriotic, think the treaty is not a 
good idea. 
“To 
change 
their 
concepts 
is

responsibility — not to cajole, not to 
pressure, but, in a way, to educate, to lead. I 


would like you to join with me, if you can in 
good conscience, in that effort." 


Carter got immediate help from former 
Secretary of State Dean Husk. He was part 
of the Georgia delegation to a briefing by 
the President and his aides in the state 


dining room at the White House. Afterward, 
Rusk, secretary of state during the Kennedy 
and Johnson administrations, was brought 
out to talk to reporters. 
He said Congress should give Carter the 
treaty or unlimited power to defend the 
Panama Canal from guerrilla warfare. 


If the Senate rejects the treaty, Rusk said, 
“1 think it would be irresponsible for the 
Congress not to exempt Panama from the 
War 
Powers 
Resolution.” 
It requires 


presidents to justify any troop deployments 
that last longer than 60 days.

In many areas, specifically in communist, socialist 
and Third World countries and in so-called progressive 
academic circles, capitalism is a dirty word. 
Most of the world’s woes, from poverty to dictatorship 
and from war to pollution, are blamed on capitalism’s 
alleged dog-eat-dog ethos. And with government officials 
often joining in the critical chorus, it’s no wonder that 
businessmen are getting edgy and defensive. 
In a recent short essay, sociology professor Peter 
Berger of Rutgers University made a point that is both 
basic and widely overlooked and which should make the 
beleaguered business community feel better. 
His point quite simply is that a correlation exists 
between the capitalist or free-enterprise economic 
system and democracy. 
“To be sure,’’ Berger writes, “a number of ugly dic­ 
tatorships have capitalist economies and there are 
capitalists undeterred by 
hand-holding relationships 
with dictatorships. 
“But there is not a single democratic regime in the 
world today that does not have a capitalist economy. 
“To put it differently, there is not a single noncapitalist 
democracy in the world today. Put differently again, 
there is not a single socialist country with a democratic 
form of government. And it is difficult to find a socialist 
country with a passable record on human rights, in­ 
cluding the so-called economic rights of which the left is 
so enamored.’’ 
Of course capitalism has its faults and flaws, as its 
critics are more than willing to point out However,

businessmen: An economic system that often goes hand- 
in-hand with political democracy owes no apology to 
systems that never do.

The book quotes Eisenhower 
as criticizing the “Communist 
cases” decided by the Warren 
court. 
When Warren asked 
Eisenhower, “What Communist 
cases?” Eisenhower replied, 
“All of them." 
The way Warren reported the 
conversation in his self-serving 
autobiography, he was the wise 
and scholarly jurist explaining 
the cases to a "petulant” and 
uninformed Eisenhower who 
didn't understand legal prin­ 
ciples. 
The truth is that Warren’s 
legal peers, who understood the 
Communist cases at least as 
well as Warren, were just as 
critical of the decisions as 
Eisenhower was. 
When those Communist cases 
were decided, the Warren court 
stood alone against practically 
the entire judicial branch of our 
government, plus the relevant 
committee of the American Bar 
Association. In nearly all the 
Communist cases, the Warren 
court decision was a reversal of 
lower federal courts or of a state 
supreme court.

FOR ’SUNSET LEGISLATION 
Recently, Congress followed 
the lead of numorous state 
legislatures by passing a 
“sunshine" law, requiring that 
most government business be 
transacted 
in 
public. 
Now 
another idea is finding its way 
around Captol Hill: "Sunset” 
legislation. 
Sunset legislation is designed 
to counteract the seemly 
‘‘immortal 
life" 
federal 
programs and agencies usually 
acquire after their conception. 
Basically, a sunset law requires 
that Congress periodically re­ 
examine the past performance 
of programs and agencies and 
consider their usefullness. Of 
course, sunset laws will not chop 
the bureaucratic jungle down to 
size automatically. Bureaucrats 
are well-versed in the art of self­ 
survival. Such legislation will, 
however, provide the public 
opportunity to present evidence 
of the abuse and failure of many 
government programs which 
cost taxpayers billions of dollars 
each year. 
One promising piece of sunset 
legislation has been introduced 
by Rep. Jim Lloyd (D-Calif.) 


and co-sponsored by over 70 
other representatives. His bill, 
H R. 19«, would require the 
abolition of most federal 
regulatory agencies unless those 
agencies were able to prive the 
need for their continuation. The 
agencies covered by this bill 
include the Civil Aeronautics 
Board, 
Consumer Product 
Safety Commission, Environ­ 
mental Protection Agency, 
Federal 
Communications 
Commission, Federal Maritime 
Commission, Federal Power 
Commission, 
Federal Trade 
Commission, Food and Drug 
Administration, 
Interstate 
Commerce Commission, 
Nuclear 
Regulatory 
Com­ 
mission and the Securities and 
Exchange Commission. 
H.R. 19« deserves the support 
of every taxpayer. Mounting 
evidence indicates that many 
regulatory functions serve no 
useful purpose and produce 
higher prices for the consumer. 
Even the Chairman of the Civil 
Aeronautics Board admits that 
airline ticket price regulation 
has artificially raised prices as 
much as 1« per cent. In 1974, 
Lewis Engman, then Chairman 
of the Federal Trade Com­ 
mission, said that ‘‘Our airlines, 
our trucklines, our railroads, 
our

media, 
and 
countless others are on the dole. 
We get irate about welfare 
fraud, but our complex system 
of hidden regulatory subsidies 
make welfare fraud look like 
petty larceny.”

WASHINGTON - More 
than three years after the 
United States pulled out of 
Indochina, a full account­ 
ing has yet to be made of 
all they left behind. 
They abandoned mili­ 
tary installations, indus­ 
trial plants, oil depots, 
piers, docks, warehouses, 
repair facilities, barracks 
and 
hospitals. 
The 
warehouses were jammed 
full of munitions, the docks 
piled high with equipment. 
The conquering Commu­ 
nists inherited the finest 
airports and seaports in all 
Asia, 
unintended 
gifts 
from the U.S. taxpayers. 
All over South Vietnam, 
the 
Communists 
found 
10,000-foot concrete run­ 
ways, 
complete 
with 
planes that streaked over 
the jungle so fast the foli­ 
age below looked like a 
green blur. 
The departing Ameri­ 
cans also left behind per­ 
sonal possessions, ranging 
from a $1,400 set of crystal 
dishes to a $1.40 pair of nail 
clippers. Some fortunate 
commissar may still be 
walking 
the streets of 
Saigon in a pair of 'alliga­ 
tor shoes made to order* 
for a U.S. official In too big 
a hurry to pack. And hope­ 
fully, a needy Viet Cong 
wound up with the four 
bottles of Jean Nate bubble 
bath abandoned by another 
official. 
The lost billions are hid­ 
den in secret inventories 
that may never be dug out. 
But we have succeeded at 


least in examining the 
claims of the foriegn aid 
officials, who tried to col­ 
lect from the government 
for their discarded posses­ 
sions. 
The lists of lost valuables 
fortify our impression that 
many U.S. officials didn’t 
let the war interfere with 
their high living. 
One official asked the

He also 
gave up 30 smoking pipes 
to the Communists. 
The fellow who lost the 
fancy alligator shoes also 
put in a claim for two pairs 
of turtle* shoes, one pair 
of 'ostrich hide* shoes and 
three pairs of common golf 
shoes. 
Another 
sought 
reimbursement for 18 cans 
of shoe polish, 'assorted 
colors.* 
Several envoys made a 
hasty exit without their 
golf clubs and tennis rack­ 
ets. One demanded $1,086 
from the taxpayers to pay 
for two sets of abandoned 


golf clubs, plus another 
$120 for an 'elephant hide* 
golf bag. He helpfully item­ 
ised the missing clubs, in­ 
cluding 
"woods

irons 2-9 and PW < pitching 
wedge).* 
A tennis buff put in a 
claim for *26 cans of Wil­ 
son tennis balls, four boxes 
Tretom balls, six cans 
Dunlop balls* and three 
boxes 
of 
"all 
weather" 
balls. 
Others asked for com­ 
pensation for the pets they 
couldn’t bring home, in­ 
cluding two German Shep­ 
herds valued at $800, a 
*five-month male” hunting 
dog worth $200 and 10 gold­ 
fish and tropical fish val­ 
ued at $50. But the State 
Dept, ruled sternly: *No 
allowance could be made 
for the ... dogs or fish.* 
As it happened, the State 
Dept, provided its person­ 
nel in Indochina with hous­ 
ing and furnishings suit­ 
able for comfortable liv­ 
ing. It cautioned them, 
therefore, not to take valu­ 
able personal possessions 
into the war zone. 
Upon their return, the 
officials were notified that 
they could claim up to 
$15,000 for personal posses­ 
sions left behind. Most of 
the returning AID person­ 
nel abided by the rules, but 
86 put in claims exceeding 
the legal limit. 
. •' 
Some claims were made 
for 
reimbursements 
as 
high as $50,000. In view of 
the advance warning, no 
one got more than $15,000. 
The total reimbursements 
added up to $2.5 million, 
slightly more than half of 
what was claimed. 
Footnote: A spokesman

more than the $15,000 limit 
because they had been 
overseas for years. *Many 
of these people were wiped 
out,* he ssid.

NEW YORK - Recently the 
lone black in the U.S. Senate, 
Edward Brooke, junior Senator 
from Massachusetts, told a 
gathering of Indiana black 
Republican activists that "if my 
President and your President, 
Gerald Ford, and hit advisors, 
had made the decision to walk 
into Harlem" and other black 
communities “we’d bo sitting in 
the White House today.” 
That decision was urged on 
candidate 
Ford’s 
tacticians 
during a strategy session in 
Vail, Colo., 
by the then 
presidential Domestic Council 
chief, Bill Setdman. The advice 
wasn't taken. The black vote 
was surrendered as already lost. 
But with one close presidential 
election now inside the making- 
of-a- President history books, 
the advice has been taken. The 
Republican National Committee 
today has its Mack specialists 
walking and working in many of 
the nation's black precincts. 
And apparently with some 
success. Last February the RNC 
retained a firm of black political 
consultants - Wright-McNeill 
and Associates. Since then 
they've been in congressional, 
state legislative and mayoralty 
racot. By their count they've 
helped incroesc the black 
Republican vote. Heavily, too. 
They’ve worked the precincts in 
the states of Washington, 
California and Mississippi. 
Bob Wright is a seven-year 
veteran city councilman in 
Columbus, Ga. Ho’s politically 
sophisticated, 
knowledgeable 
and articulate. But whether ho 
and John McNeill can swing 
black votes - which wont some 
94 per cent for Jimmy Carter 
last time - to the Grand Old 
Party in major elections, such 
as the pivotal Now Jersey 
gubernatorial race, la a horse 
race. Not until the count is in 
will the Republicans and the 
nation know if it’s ever possible 
to swing minority votes away 
from the Democrats. 
In this pro-local election 
season, though, and practically 
on the eve of tha 1971 national 
contests, the Republicans sura 
are trying. But it will take 
elctioneoring miracles. 
Since 
1999, 
aside from 
Watergate, tea party hat had 
some 
serious 
political 
poliomyelitis. It’s lost 9» state 
legislative seats throughout the 
nation in these past nine years. 
That could bo terminal if that 
trend continu«, on* of the 
national committee staff men 
now on tho road said. Those art 
the grass roots. Tho precincts 


candidate, the community, 
assess the issues, keep a low 
profile, don’t campaign but try 
to build around the candidate.” 
Wright said. 
“The Republican National 
Committee wanted to go grass 
root and philosophically we 
believe wo will first have to 
elect people at state and local 
levels. 
“We want to get the black 
constituency to move into the 
party's mechanism. This is the 
route we follow. I have been a 
re-elected city councilman in 
Columbus, Ga., for seven years. 
We now have a viable local base 
there.

But without going into the black 
community 
we lose 
We’re 
trying to change that around the 
candidate's qualification so he 
can get an increased percentage 
of the black vote right inside." 
This campaign, launched long 
before this summer of discon­ 
tent among the most ardent and 
powerful 
black 
Demócrata, 
parallels the bitter feud between 
a tightly organized group of 
national black leaders and the 
White HOuse. This unity ranged 
from Vernon Jordan, the Urban 
League directorfc and 
Ben­ 
jamin Hooks, leader of the 
NAACP to the apolitical Rev. 
Leon 
Sullivan, 
director, 
Opportunities 
for 
Industrial 
Centers of Philadelphia, ac­ 
cording to insiders. 
Rev. 
Sullivan also directs a youth 
service in the Zion Baptist 
Church in Philadelphia. 
With them also are Coretta 
Scott King, president of the 
Martin Luther King Jr. Center 
for Social Change, and Dr. 
Joseph Lowery, head of tee 
Southern Christian Leadership 
Conference. Until recently these 
two black leaders wore Jimmy 
Carter’s closest and most en­ 
thusiastic supporters. But now 
they arc angrily critical of the 
President.

A CAPITAL CORRELATION 
In many areas, specifically in communist, socialist 
and Third World countries and in so-called progressive 
academic circles, capitalism is a dirty word. 
Most of the world’s woes, from poverty to dictatorship 
and from war to pollution, are blamed on capitalism's 
alleged dog-eat-dog ethos. And with government officials 
often joining in the critical chorus, it’s no wonder that 
businessmen are getting edgy and defensive. 
In a recent short essay, sociology professor Peter 
Berger of Rutgers University made a point that is both 
basic and widely overlooked and which should make the 
beleaguered business community feel better. 
His point quite simply is that a correlation exists 
between the capitalist or free-enterprise economic 
system and democracy. 
“To be sure,” Berger writes, “a number of ugly dic­ 
tatorships have capitalist economies and there are 
capitalists undeterred by 
hand-holding relationships 
with dictatorships. 
“But there is not a single democratic regime in the 
world today that does not have a capitalist economy. 
“To put it differently, there is not a single noncapitalist 
democracy in the world today. Put differently again, 
there is not a single socialist country with a democratic 
form of government. And it is difficult to find a socialist 
country with a passable record on human rights, in­ 
cluding the so-called economic rights of which the left is 
so enamored.” 
Of course capitalism has its faults and flaws, as its 
critics are more than willing to point out. However,

to 
businessmen: An economic system that often goes hand- 
in-hand with political democracy owes no apology to 
systems that never do.

pose threat more 
food dollars away from home 


BIG SUE, Calif. (AP) - If 
heavy rains fall this winter on 
the blackened countryside of 
this lovely coastal area, 80 per 
cent of the fish in mountain 
streams will die, tons of topsoil 
will wash away, and flood dam­ 
age could top $3 million. 
The estimates come from a 
JJ.S. Forest Service team of sci­ 
entists assigned to assess the 
environmental impact of a dev­ 
astating wildfire which ravaged 
more than 230 square miles of 
•hill and valley. 
The scientists also want to 
Tind ways to minimize flood 
•damage. 
1 So far, the fire has been the 
¡worst of a series of lightning- 
sparked 
blazes 
that 
have 
•burned more than 670 square 
¡miles of drought-stricken Cali­ 
fornia countryside this sum- 
•mer. On Saturday, the fire here 
¡had been contained but was 
“still burning in spots. 
* Floods are a major danger 
¡after large fires which burn 
¡brush and trees whose roots 
■normally keep storm runoff 
¡from sweeping down slopes into 
¡streams unable to handle the 
;tide. 
• In August 1972 rains which 
¿followed 
a 
4,000-acre 
fire 
•caused mud and rock slides 
■which buried homes and high- 
¿ways and cut heavily into the 
•tourist trade here. 
■ The latest fire already has 
¿charred 33 times more acreage. 
2 Bob Ettner, a hydrologist 
¿with the Forest Service team, 
Isaid, “This fire is north of most 
¿developed areas, so all the mud 
•and debris would wash right 
-down into the Big Sur commu- 
¡nity.” 
* “ Big logs would clog water- 
-ways and rivers and the over- 
Iflow would flood streets, wash 
¿out bridges and sweep away 
¿foundations.” 
• Erosion would also leave silt, 
¿sediment and debris in streams 
¿and rivers, killing fish, their 
■eggs, and riverbottom vegeta- 
¿tion. 
“ It’s really hard on the fish,” 
Ettner said. “ It’s a pretty safe 
bet that they’ll be 80 to 100 per 
cent wiped out. The damage 
will be nearly complete for 5 to 
10 years ” 
By contrast, he said, the fire 
will benefit plant and animal 
life 
“The fire gets rid of a lot of 
old, dry chapparal that has no 
nutritive value to animals any­ 
way ... New grasses and herbs 
will grow. The new vegetation 
will be able to support more 
wildlife, and you'll actually see 
an increase in the number of 
deer and other animals.” 
Timber losses will not be 
great from the Big Sur fire, but 
the lumber industry will suffer 
a serious blow from other fires 
in the northeast comer of Cali­ 
fornia and in Klamath National 
Forest 
“We'll begin a replanting pro­ 
gram,” Ettner said, “and the 
trees will be growing again 
within five years, but it will be 
80 to 100 years before any can 
be cut for commercial timber.” 
There are some measures 
ecologists can take to minimize 
the impact of the Big Sur fire, 
out they need time to take ef­ 
fect, Ettner said. 
Reseeding is one option to re­ 
duce erosion and silting of wa­ 
terways. 
But grass grows slowly and 
the effect will be negligible the 
first year, about 20 per cent ef­ 
fective the second year and 
only about 50 per cent the third 
year after the fire, Ettner said 
But Ettner says this is stop­ 
gap measures, and if the rains 
are heavy, damage will almost 
certainly be extensive.

It is the restaurants, how­ 
ever, where innovation and en­ 
trepreneurial spirit are being 
expressed most observably, and 
it is in this area that a clash of 
mammoth social dimensions is 
taking place. 
In the first five months of the 
year, says the NRA pointedly, 
“ eating and drinking place 
sales totaled $22.342 billion, up 
more than 9 per cent from last 
year, while food stores showed 
a modest 6 per cent gain.” 
The battle of the restaurant 
versus the food store hasn’t yet 
taken on the dimensions that 
some farsighted planners ex­ 
pect it to, because no matter 
what the restaurants claim, 
most people are convinced it 
costs less to eat at home. 
But, as the restaurant people 
can demonstrate, thoae saved 
dollars come at the expense of 
a lot of work, on which more 
and more people are inclined to 
put a dollar sign. 
There is, to illustrate, the 


time, money and effort in­ 
volved in shopping, preparing, 
cooking, cleaning up. And there 
is waste. 
The purchase of 
doughnuts sometimes means a 
package of eight, some of 
which become stale garbage in 
a household of one. 
Rising family income and the 
growing number of working 
women is adding impetus to 
this type of cost accounting. 
Tired from working, women 
are said to be less inclined to 
defrost the dinner when a tele­ 
phone call or a short drive re­ 
lieves them of the drudgery. 
Note the word “ drudgery,” a 
word that has come into com­ 
mon usage in describing the 
tasks commonly performed in 
the home by women. Could it 
be in part a product of the 
creative imaginations of restau­ 
rateurs? Indeed, it could. 
While some sociologists are 
disturbed by what they see as 
an attack on some solid family 
virtues, the eating-out outlets 


are in fact now planning on 
bringing the family together — 
over a table at their estab­ 
lishments. 
Hie family style restaurant, 


that is, is one of the hottest 
new ideas in the business, 
aimed at keeping apace die 
family status of former teen­ 
agers, who originally provided 
many of the customers for fast- 
food outlets. 


One company, for example, 


plans to develop 100 or more 
Country Kitchen family style 
restaurants in California during 
the next five years. The same 
style of restaurant is prominent 
in the plans of the Friendly Ice 
Cream chain.

set for portables 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Ever 
get the feeling that the guy who 
stamped “portable” on your 
television must have been built 
like King Kong? 
You're not alone. Prompted 
by what it calls a “common 
consumer headache,” the gov­ 
ernment is systematically try­ 
ing to figure out what’s port­ 
able and what isn’t. 
In a project conducted by the 
National Bureau of Standards, 
several agency workers have 
volunteered to spend time lug­ 
ging boxes of lead shot around 
the office. 
The study grew out of the 
Magnuson-Moss Warranty Act 
of 1975. which gives the Federal 
Trade Commission the power to 
say when a product can be 
guaranteed as portable. 
The definition can be impor­ 
tant, since purchasers of goods 
guaranteed as "portable” can 
be required to haul them in for 
repairs before the guarantee 
does any good. 
The FTC turned to the stand­ 
ards bureau and researchers 
Joel J. Kramer and Patrick J 
Meguire, who gathered 69 men 
and women volunteers of var­ 
ied age and size for their proj­ 
ect. 
So what’s portable? To the 
researchers, a television, air 
conditioner microwave oven or 
other product is portable if it 
can be carried by most con­ 
sumers at least one city block 
“ without excessive strain or ex­ 
haustion” and without using 
such aids as dollies or carts. 


The researchers filled wooden 
cubes with different weights of 
lead shot. The volunteers then 
carried the boxes — some 
about 11 inches on a side and 
others about 16 inches — the 
length of a city block, through 
a door they had to open and up 
a flight of stairs. 
The researchers said they fig­ 
ured their test requirement 
equaled the worst route a con­ 
sumer could be expected to fol­ 
low in returning a product for 
repairs. 
They concluded that a per­ 
son’s sex and the way he han­ 
dled a box, rather than age or 
the size of the container, are 
the biggest determinants of 
what can be carried comfort­ 
ably. 
The researchers said the av­ 
erage maximum weight consid­ 
ered reasonable by the men 
taking part in the tests was 44.8 
pounds, while for women it was 
31.2 pounds. 
Roughly 90 per cent of the 
participants said they could 
carry 23.5 pounds with little dif­ 
ficulty. 
And Kramer and Meguire 
aren’t finished yet. They now 
are studying what size products 
are “acceptable.” They then 
hope to work out a “portability 
index number” that would com­ 
bine weight and size to tell a 
potential customer what he 
could carry easily 
The index could be attached 
to a tag or label on products 
guaranteed as portable. Offi­ 
cials hope to complete their 
work this fall.

The study grew out of the 
Magnuson-Moss Warranty Act 
of 1975. which gives the Federal 
Trade Commission the power to 
say when a product can be 
guaranteed as portable

repairs before the guarantee

Harry S. Truman won the 1930 
Democratic primary in Jackson 
County for presiding judge of 
the county court, he iisted his 
total campaign expenses at $5. 
The affidavit filled out in 
Truman’s

and 
signed by the man who would 
later become President, was 
dated Aug. 25,1930, 8:10 a. m. 
The document is one of at 
least four relating to the late 
former President’s political ca­ 
reer discovered recently among 
county records long-ago rele­ 
gated to basement storage and 
almost assigned to the trash 
can. 
However, Steven A. Glorioso, 
county records director, had 
second thoughts about the files 
and directed some employes to 
sort through them. 
The Truman expense of $5 
was the filing fee paid to the 
treasurer of the county Demo­ 
cratic Committee. 
“Whether it’s pre-Watergate 
or po6t-Watergate morality,” 
Glorioso said, “no one is going 
to believe Harry Truman spent 
only $5 to win the Democratic 
primary in Jackson County.” 
It should be noted that Tru­ 
man was an incumbent. He be­ 
gan his political career in 1922, 
winning election as eastern 
judge of the county court and 
in 1926 had won his first four- 
year term as presiding judge. 
It also was the depression era. 
Money was scarce. 
“It just shows how badly the 
campaign 
laws used to be 
abused.” Glorioso said. 
The 
notarized 
documents 
claim the figures are “a just 
and true statement in detail of 
all sums of money contributed, 
dispersed, expended or prom­ 
ised by me and to the best of 
my knowledge and belief by 
any other person or persons in 
mv behalf...” 
On Nov. 6, 1930, Truman list­ 
ed expenses for the general 
election of $625, including a 
$500 contribution to the county 
committee and $125 for “cards 
and advertising.” 
In the affidavit for his 1934 
campaign for the Democratic 
nomination for U. S. Senate, 
Truman said there were no 
contributions. He claimed $765 
for "necessary personal, trav­ 
eling or subsistence expenses, 


or for stationery, postage, writ­ 
ing or printing.” 
The most detailed of the four 
documents 
discovered 
was 
recorded Nov. 29, 1940, after 
Truman’s 
re-election to 
the 
Senate. He listed total expenses 
of $5,950. They were: 
—$1,500 to the state Demo­ 
cratic Committee; $250 to the 
St. Louis City Democratic Com­ 
mittee; $250 to the Jackson 
County Democratic Committee; 
$1,000 each to Harry H. Vaughn 
and H. B. Deal of St. Louis as 
payment for loans during the 
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primary election; $750 to Thom­ 
as L. Evans of Kansas City for 
repayment of a loan, and $1,200 
for traveling and hotel ex­ 
penses. 
The affidavit was notarized 
by Rose A. Conway, who later

MADISON, Wis. (AP) - Fe­ 
minists say release of a tran­ 
script from a juvenile rape 
hearing will help their recall 
campaign against a judge 
whose remarks they branded as 
outrageous sexism. 
But Dane County Judge Ar­ 
chie Simonson said he was 
“overjoyed and very happy" 
Thursday with the transcript 
and said he would use the text 
in speeches during his cam­ 
paign for next month’s recall 
election. 
Simonson had said the full 
context of his remarks from the 
bench — including comments 
on sexual permissiveness in 
Madison — would exonerate 
him from a storm of criticism. 
News accounts after the hear­ 
ing reported Simonson had im­ 
plied it was “normal" for a 15- 
year-old boy to assault a 16- 
year-old girl in reaction to 
scanty women’s clothing and 
permissive attitudes. 
Opponents managed to obtain 
35,000 signatures, forcing a re­ 
call election Sept. 7 in which Si­ 
monson and five challengers 
will seek his judicial post. 
The 
52-year-old 
Simonson, 
elected to the bench in 1972 
after practicing law in Madison 
for 20 years, had been sched­ 
uled to go up for re-election in 
April 1978. 
“How could Judge Simonson 
have thought release of tran­ 
script would have a chilling ef­ 
fect on his recall when it mere­ 
ly elaborates the sexism al­ 


ready reported?” Ame Gaylor, 
a leader in the recall petition 
drive and a member of the Na­ 
tional Organization for Women 
(NOW), asked Thursday. 
The transcript was released 
Thursday by Circuit Judge Wil­ 
liam Sachtjen over the objec­ 
tions of attorneys for the teen­ 
agers involved. 
“This community is well 
known to be sexually per­ 
missive," Simonson said in the 
transcript. “Look at the news­ 
papers, look at the sex clubs, 
the advertisements of sex, the 
availability of it through your 
escort services, the prostitutes, 
they are being picked up daily. 
“Go down State Street and 
the university area. 1 used to 
see girls clothed like that and I 
had to pay a lot of money to go 
into the south side of Chicago 
to view what I see down on 
State Street today. 
“Even in the open court we 
have people appearing — wom­ 
en appearing without bras and 
with the nipples fuly exposed 
and they think it is smart and 
they sit here on the witness 
stand with their dresses up 
over the cheeks of their butts 
and we have this type of thing 
in the schools," Simonson said 
in the transcript. 
The girl involved in the 
school assault case had been 
wearing blue jeans, sneakers 
and a blouse over a turtle-neck 
sweater. 
“So is that the attitude of the 
community?” Simonson contin- 
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ued in the transcript. “... Are 
we supposed to take an im­ 
pressionable person 15 or 16 
years of age who can respond 
to something like that and pun­ 
ish that persons severely be­ 
cause they react to it normal­ 
ly?” 
It was the idea that assault 
might be a normal reaction to 


permissiveness that created the 
uproar. 
Simonson followed recom­ 
mendations of social workers 
and sentenced the youth, who 
pleaded no contest to delinquen­ 
cy for second degree sexual as­ 
sault, to one year in his par­ 
ents’ custody under court su­ 
pervision. 
FDA to issue 
warning of IUD 
sterility danger 


WICHITA, Kan. (AP) - The 
U.S. Food and Drug Adminis­ 
tration soon will issue a warn­ 
ing that the use of intrauterine 
devices can cause sterility in 
young women. 
The Wichita Eagle said an 
FDA official, who was not iden­ 
tified, confirmed in a telephone 
interview with the Eagle Thurs­ 
day that a warning statement 
is being prepared. The news­ 
paper said she stressed, how­ 
ever, that the warning is not a 
blanket statement against the 
use of IUD by all women. 
The warning is based on sev­ 
eral studies conducted in Scan­ 
dinavian countries and in the 
United States, particularly in 
low-income areas. 
The studies show that IUDs 
can cause sterility in women 
younger than 24 who have had 
pelvic inflammation. 
Sterility can be caused by in­ 
fections that may result from 
wearing an IUD. Studies have 
shown that pelvic inflammatory 
disease, which can cause ster­ 
ility, is more common among 
women who wear IUDs. 
Officials stress that the risk 
of infertility does not apply to 
older women, particularly mar­ 
ried women with only one sex 
partner. 
However, the officials said 
the studies did not cover other 
age groups, and risk of sterility 
cannot be ruled out for women 
older than 24. 
The officials also sa d that 
pelvic inflammation is not com­ 
mon among most women, but 
may occur particularly among 
women from lower economic 
groups because they are less 
likely to receive proper medical 
care. 
The recommendation for the 
warning was made by the sub­ 
committee on conception con­ 
trol devices, headed by Dr. 


Richard Dickey. 
Dickey said the recommenda­ 
tion was accepted by the full 
advisory committee on obstet­ 
ric and gynecological devices in 
June. 


The committee now is strug­ 
gling to finalize the wording. 
The FDA official said there is 
concern that the warning may 
frighten women who need not 
worry about using the IUD. 
Dickey said, however, that 
use of IUDs increases the 
chance 
of 
pelvic 
infection, 
which can result in sterility. It 
is the infection caused by the 
IUD that can cause sterility. 
Symptoms include bleeding, 
cramping and discharge after 
more than the first month or so 
of IUD use. 
“With 
prompt 
treatment, 
meaning within 48 to 72 hours, 
or even 24 hours, then the infer-' 
tility can be avoided.” Dickey 
said. 
He said sterility may occur in 
1 to 3 per cent of the estimated 
3 million women in the United 
States and 7 million women 
elsewhere using the device. 
The FDA spokesman said 
that initially a warning will be 
issued to doctors and the public 
through drug bulletins and con­ 
sumer memos. The FDA then 
will require that FDA packages 
contain a warning, she said. 
Dickey, an associate profes­ 
sor of obstetrics and gynecolo­ 
gy at Louisiana State Univer­ 
sity. was a member of the sub­ 
committee he now chairs in 
1975 wjien the subcommittee 
considered banning the con 
troversial Daikon Shield IUD 
The FDA bapped the device 
for six months, out lifted the 
ban after reaJfong a com 
promise with the A. H Robins 
Co, of Richmond.

ALL SAID AND DONE. By 
Simone de Beauvoir. Putnam. 
463 Pages. $10. 
In this her fifth autobiogra­ 
phical work, Simone de Beau­ 
voir sets out to answer the 
question, “Where exactly am I 
now?" And the reader is left 
wondering. 
De Beauvoir, one of France’s 
m o s t 
prominent 
writers, 
records the years between 1962 
and 1972 in her by now famil­ 
iar, heavy and humorless style. 
There is little warmth or ex­ 
citement in the book and far 
less insight into this complex 
and remote woman. 
She doesn’t do much to 
humanize Jean Paul Sartre, ei­ 
ther. Her constant companion 
for many years, he gets almost 
equal billing throughout the 
book. 
Discussing a variety of sub­ 
jects — unidentified friends, 
movies and books she has read, 
countries she has visited — the 
author has a way of promising 
much but delivering little. She 
goes into minute detail of a 
dozen dreams but shies away 
from any analysis of them ex­ 
cept for the most obvious Freu­ 
dian symbols. 
The author is as enthusiastic 
about traveling as a child on its 
first motor trip. But her ac­ 
counts of journeys through Ja­ 
pan, Russia, Egypt and Israel 
with Sartre are rarely anything 


more than chatty guide book 
notes: “The Japanese are early 
risers.. .It was a comfortable 
modern hotel.. .” She does not 
share with us the details of “an 
interesting lunch" with the 
writers of Armenia or the phi­ 
losophers and art historians of 
Japan. But there is a tiny 


sparkle in her chapter on 
Rome, a city De Beauvoir 
loves. 
She has not been to the 
United States for more than 10 
years. She does not like the 
country much. “How hard it is 
for Americans, even Americans 
of good will, not to consider 
themselves the center of the 
universe!" De Beauvoir also 
denounces the capitalistic sys­ 
tem. “Millions upon millions of 
men are kept in subhuman con­ 
dition so that the United States 
may plunder the wealth of the 
underdeveloped countries at its 
ease." She hopes the collapse 
of its economy will set off a 
world-wide revolution.

WICHITA, Kan (AP) - The 
U.S. Food and Drug Adminis­ 
tration soon will issue a warn­ 
ing that the use of intrauterine 
devices can cause sterility in 
young women 
The Wichita Eagle said an 
FDA official, who was not iden­ 
tified, confirmed in a telephone 
interview with the Eagle Thurs­ 
day that a warning statement 
is being prepared The news­ 
paper said she stressed, how 
ever, that the warning is not a 
blanket statement against the 
use of IUD by all women 
The warning is based on sev 
eral studies conducted in Scan 
dinavian countries and in the 
United States, particularly in 
low income areas 
The studies show that lUDs 
can cause sterility in women 
younger than 24 who have had 
pelvic inflammation 
Sterility can be caused by in- 
lections that may result from 
wearing an IUD Studies have 
shown that pelvic inflammatory 
disease, which can cause ster­ 
ility, is more common among 
women who wear lUDs 
Officials stress that the risk 
of infertility does not apply to 
older women, particularly mar 
ried women with only one sex 
partner 
However, the officials said 
the studies did not cover other 
age groups, and risk of sterility 
cannot be ruled out for women 
older than 24 
The officials also said that 
pelvic inflammation is not com­ 
mon among most women, but 
may occur particularly among 
women from lower economic 
groups because they are less 
likely to receive proper medical 
care 
The recommendation for the 
warning was made by the sub 
committee on conception con 
trol devices, headed by Dr 


Richard Dickey 
Dickey said the recommenda­ 
tion was accepted by the full 
advisory committee on obstet­ 
ric and gynecological devices in 
June 


The committee now is strug 
gling to finalize the wording 
The FDA official said there is 
concern that the warning may 
frighten women who need not 
worry about using the IUD 
Dickey said, however, that 
use of

increases

ing traffic between the animal 
kingdom and mankind. But it is 
often dirty work, more like that 
of an exterminator, because the 
rules are man’s alone. 
When a woodpecker starts 
tapping a new cedar home in a 
wooded lot the homeowner asks 
Wetzel how to get rid of it. 
When blackbirds darken a 
corn field, eating profits, farm­ 
ers call him. 
And when the eastern timber 
wolf, an endangered species, 
kills a calf or a chicken or a 
dog, Wetzel must take steps to 
stop it. 
From behind a metal desk in 
a barren federal office, Wetzel 
directs animal damage control 
in Minnesota for the U.S. Fish 
and Wildlife Service. 
A stuffed owl, his eyes eter­ 
nally open, sits on a row of fil­ 
ing cabinets filled with pam­ 
phlets on controlling rabbits, 
rats, chipmunks, pigeons, bats, 
gophers and woodchucks. On a 
nearby desk, piles of pink call­ 
back telephone slips pile up as 
Wetzel is interviewed. People, 
he says, call about the damdest 
things. 
“People complain of grackels 
flying over swimming pools, 
dropping nest cleanings in their 
pools. They have to vacuum it, 
and they want me to do some­ 
thing. But grackels always drop 
it in water, lakes streams, 
ponds — or swimming pools. 
“They want to know how to 
stop squirrels from burying 
nuts in their Scotts grass lawn 


— he’s doing what comes natu­ 
rally. 
“A woman called and said a 
lizard is in my toilet. What do I 
do? I told her to flush it. Anoth­ 
er asked how to get rid of 
snakes in her yard. I told her 
to cut its tail off — right behind 
the ears.” 
But many of his tasks are 
more serious: reducing crop 
damage from birds, scaring sea 
gulls away from airport run­ 
ways or starved deer away 
from orchards. 
It is a thankless job for a 
wildlife biologist like Wetzel, 
one that makes him a black 
sheep in his own wildlife serv­ 
ice. But he accepts it philosoph­ 
ically. 
“We feel if any individual ac­ 
cepts accolades for increasing 
wildlife, he should also answer 
the 
problems that increase 
causes. 
“I have no problem with 
wildlife. The underlying cause 
is people. They keep moving in 
on wildlife, or making an area 
more conducive to wildlife. 
And as for "taking’’ wildlife, 
the euphemism hunters and 
wildlifers use for killing, Wetzel 
feels that people will do it 
themselves anyway, possibly 
hurting other wildlife or hu­ 
mans in the process. 
Success in wildlife control is 
often temporary. Although the 
official damage control section 
wasn’t created until 1914, Con­ 
gress in 1855 appropriated $3,- 
000 to study the habits and 
damage of red-winged black­ 
birds in corn fields. The black­ 
birds problem still isn’t solved. 


“I’ve seen 10,000 blackbirds 
in a farmers’s field in Min­ 
nesota,” said Wetzel. He rec­ 
ommends a chemical be ap­ 
plied to one in 100 kernels of 
cracked corn and spread by 
airplane, one pound to the acre, 
on the corn field. When a ran­ 
dom bird eats the treated ker­ 
nel it goes crazy, squawking 
and flapping its wings, scaring 
off the others in the flock. 
Under the law a farmer can 
shotgun all the blackbirds he 
wants on his own land. That is 
an exception in the law because 
all birds in America except 
English starlings, sparrows and 
pigeons are protected 
The endangered eastern tim­ 
ber wolf has been one of Wet­ 
zel’s biggest and costliest di­ 
lemmas. For despite livestock 
kills by some of 1.200 hungry 
wolves in northern Minnesota, 
not even Wildlife Service biolo­ 
gist have been allowed to kill 
it. 
For the last three years, 
trappers hired by Wetzel have 
snared troublesome wolves in 
traps and trucked them to the 
Superior National Forest for re­ 
lease. 
Public pressure' has forced 
the government to reclassify 
the wolf from “endangered to 
“threatened" after Oct. 1. al 
lowing government wardens to 
kill wolves damaging private 
property. 
So far this year the tour trap 
pers have caught 22 wolves 
Last 
year 
they 
moved

wolves away from harassed

Bill Paul, a 25-year-old biolo-

And when the eastern timber 
wolf, an endangered species, 
kills a calf or a chicken or a 
dog, Wetzel must take steps to 
stop it. 
From behind a metal desk in 
a barren federal office, Wetzel 
directs animal damage control 
in Minnesota for the U.S. Fish 
and Wildlife Service

According to Missouri law, 
an incorporated municipality 
legally exists until it is 
disincorporated, but a petition 
of the residents must be 
circulated before a town can 
file for disincorporation. 
In areas where few or no 
people remain, where taxes 
have not been collected for 
years and there are no public 
officials, obtaining such a 
petition is nearly impossible, 
Markenson says. 
“Many of these towns were 
formed more than 100 years 
ago,” he says.

In areas where few or no 
people remain, where taxes 
have not been collected for 
years and there are no public 
officials, obtaining such a 
petition is nearly impossible, 
Markenson says.

Markenson says there are 
several advantages to in­ 
corporation for small com­ 
munities. 
"They would be able to 
receive revenue sharing funds 
by participating in state and 
federal programs," he says.

prevent the community from 
being annexed by a neigh­

says.

corporation also allows the 
town to set speed limits within 
its boundaries and gives the 
community the power to tax 
residents.

very costly in a rural area, 
Markenson says.

New stylebook alters AP word usage rules 


NEW YORK (AP) - A new 
Associated Press Stylebook is 
being 
distributed to 
news- 
pepers, colleges and bookstores 
with revised rules on such 
things as word usage, spelling 
and capitalization. The changes 
in style practices will take ef­ 
fect on Oct. 1. 
The newly published guide­ 
lines were developed jointly by 
The AP and United Press Inter­ 
national during two years of 
writing and research. They rep­ 
resent the first major revisions 
since the two news services 
agreed on uniform style rules 
almost 20 years ago. 
The Stylebook covers such 
things as capitalization, punc­ 
tuation and spelling. It reflects 
the constantly changing form of 
the English language and the 
way it is used. Its purpose is to 
provide writers, reporters and 
editors with a guide for making 
stories grammatically correct 
and consistent. 


Louis D. Boccardi, AP vice 
president and executive editor, 
who directed the project, said 
the concept of the Stylebook 
changed while it was being pre­ 
pared. 
"As work progressed, we be­ 
came convinced that while 
style would remain the chief 
purpose, there were many fac­ 
tual references we should in­ 
clude to make things a bit eas­ 
ier for busy editors. So we have 
a Stylebook, but also a refer­ 
ence work,” wrote Boccardi in 
a foreword to the 280-page, 
spiral-bound AP manual. 
The Stylebook replaces a 52- 
page manual which has not un­ 
dergone a major overhaul since 
it was issued in 1960. The 5,000 
entries in the new Stylebook in­ 
clude information on topics 
from earthquakes to the metric 
system, from major religions to 
weapons. 
The AP version of the book 


includes chapters on libel law, 
photo captions and filing the 
wire. The style sections of die 
AP and UPI books are the 
same. 
The changes from current 
practice are small, but varied. 
Abbreviation of the names of 
some Canadian provinces — 
P E.I., for example — puzzled 
some readers. The new style 
calls for the full spelling of pro­ 
vincial names — Prince Ed­ 
ward Island. 
The AP spelling of several 
words — per cent, employe and 
goodby, for example — has 
been changed. After Oct. 1, the 
words will be spelled percent, 
employee and goodbye. 
Other updated rules include: 
Hyphens after the prefixes anti 
and non; a capital “p" for par­ 
ty in the name of a political 
group, such as Democratic Par­ 
ty; no periods in the abbrevia­ 
tion mph; and a capital "p” on 


president and pope only when 
they precede a name. 
There will aleo be a change 
involving 
women’s 
names. 
After consultation with many 
editors who use their services, 
the news agencies decided to 
retain the use of the courtesy 
titles Mrs., Miss and Ms. in 
second reference to women in 
news stories. Ms. will be used 
only for those women who pre­ 
fer it. Courtesy titles will be 
eliminated in sports stories and 
women will be referred to, 
after first reference, by last 
name only.

(AP) — Unneeded and in­ 
appropriately 
used 
hospital 
beds are costing Missourians 
more than «133 million each 
year in increased health costs, 
according to the state Health 
Planning 
and 
Development 
Agency. 
The additional expense, ac­ 
cording to the agency, "costs 
each Missouri resident «29.20 
per year above that which is 
spent for needed (hospital) 
services.” 
Based on statistics gathered 
in 1975, there are 2,609 hospital 
beds in the state that are not 
needed or being used, the agen­ 
cy said. Those unused and un­ 
needed beds cost more than 
«20,000 a year each to be main­ 
tained, about half the cost of 
maintaining a bed being used. 
The agency said that some 
rural areas of the state do not 
have sufficient hospital beds, 
but that even if those needs 
were met, the total number of 
unneeded beds "would be only 
slightly reduced.” 
Inappropriate use of hospital 
beds, including patients re­ 
maining 
hospitalized 
longer 
than really necessary, costs 
nearly «80 million a year, ac­ 
cording to the agency. 
To reduce the costs of medi­ 
cal treatment in the state, the 
agency said in a statement, 
portions of hospitals-especially 
those in the urban areas-should 
be closed down and converted 
to either long-term care facil­ 
ities for the chronically ill and 
aged or clinics for outpatient 
care.

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New stylebook alters AP word usage rules 


NEW YORK (AP) - A new 
Associated Press Stylebook is 
being 
distributed 
to 
news­ 
papers, colleges and bookstores 
with revised rules on such 
things as word usage, spelling 
and capitalization. The changes 
in style practices will take ef­ 
fect on Oct. 1. 
The newly published guide­ 
lines were developed jointly by 
The AP and United Press Inter­ 
national during two years of 
writing and research. They rep­ 
resent the first major revisions 
since the two news services 
agreed on uniform style rules 
almost 20 years ago. 
The Stylebook covers such 
thingc as capitalization, punc­ 
tuation and spelling It reflects 
the constantly changing form of 
the English language and the 
way it is used Its purpose is to 
provide writers, reporters and 
editors with a guide for making 
stories grammatically correct 
and consistent.

according to the state Health 
Planning 
and

Agency 
The additional expense, ac­ 
cording to the agency, "costs 
each Missouri resident $29 20 
per year above that which is 
spent 
for 
needed 
(hospital) 
services ’’ 
Based on statistics gathered 
in 1975, there are 2,609 hospital 
beds in the state that are not 
needed or being used, the agen 
cy said. Those unused and un 
needed beds cost more than 
$20.000 a year each to be main 
tamed, about half the cost of 
maintaining a bed being used 
The agency said that some 
rural areas of the state do not 
have sufficient hospital beds, 
but that even if those needs 
were met. the total number of 
unneeded beds "would be only 
slightly reduced ” 
Inappropriate use of hospital 
beds, 
including 
patients 
re­ 
maining 
hospitalized 
longer 
than really necessary, costs 
nearly $80 million a year, ac­ 
cording to the agency 
To reduce the costs of medi­ 
cal treatment in the state, the 
agency said in a statement, 
portions of hospitals especially 
those in the urban areas should 
be closed down and converted 
to either long-term care facil­ 
ities for the chronically ill and 
aged or clinics for outpatient 
care 


Louis D. Boccardi, AP vice 
president and executive editor, 
who directed the project, said 
the concept of the Stylebook 
changed while it was being pre­ 
pared. 
“ As work progressed, we be­ 
came 
convinced 
that 
while 
style would remain the chief 
purpose, there were many fac­ 
tual references we should in­ 
clude to make things a bit eas­ 
ier for busy editors. So we have 
a Stylebook, but also a refer­ 
ence work," wrote Boccardi in 
a foreword to the 280-page, 
spiral-bound AP manual. 
The Stylebook replaces a 52- 
page manual which has not un­ 
dergone a major overhaul since 
it was issued in 1960. The 5,000 
entries in the new Stylebook in­ 
clude 
information 
on 
topics 
from earthquakes to the metric 
system, from major religions to 
weapons 
The AP version of the book 


includes chapters on libel law, 
photo captions and filing the 
wire. The style sections of the 
AP and UPI books are the 
same. 
The changes from current 
practice are small, but varied. 
Abbreviation of the names of 
some Canadian provinces — 
P E.I., for example — puzzled 
some readers The new style 
calls for the full selling of pro­ 
vincial names — Prince Ed­ 
ward Island. 
The AP selling of several 
words — per cent, employe and 
goodby, for example — has 
been changed After Oct. 1, the 
words will be spelled percent, 
employee and goodbye. 
Other updated rules include: 
Hyphens after the prefixes anti 
and non; a capital "p” for par­ 
ty in the name of a political 
group, such as Democratic Par­ 
ty; no periods in the abbrevia­ 
tion mph; and a capital "p” on 


president and pope only when 
they precede a name. 
There will also be a change 
involving

names 
After consultation with many 
editors who use their services, 
the news agencies decided to 
retain the use of the courtesy 
titles Mrs., Miss and Ms. in 
second reference to women in 
news stories. Ms will be used 
only for those women who pre­ 
fer it. Courtesy titles will be 
eliminated in sports stories and 
women will be referred to, 
after first reference, by last 
name only

IMexican station haven for dubious faith peddlers

CIUDAD ACUNA, Mexico 
- (NEA) - The day begins at 
> p.m. in this bawdy border 
town. The tourist traffic picks 
up in the “ boys camps" 
<bordellos); the area’s work­ 
ing class rushes into the bars 
for serious eventide drinking; 
and too, the hucksterism gets 
underway on radio station 
X ER F, the chief curiosity 
among local attractions. 
With 250,000 watts of power. 
X ER F is the most imposing 
radio signal in the world. It 
may also be the most ob­ 
noxious. For 14 hours daily it 
broadcasts gospel and patent 
medicine programming to an 
audience that spans the world. 
No attempt is made at public 
service; the XERF message 
is brief and simple; honor the 
lard and send money. 
For example, Brother 
James Carr of Palmdale. 


Calif., regularly beseeches 
listeners to mail him ‘‘love 
gifts" so that “ I may be able 
to continue bringing you this 
very important word from 
God " What word? Carr says 
Christmas and Easter are 
heathen practices, and Christ 
does not take kindly to 
followers of the modern calen­ 
dar. 
Then there is Brother Joe 
Harold Smith of Orlando. Fla. 
He has just celebrated his 67th 
birthday, and is asking his en­ 
tire audience to "join with me 
in reading the Bible from 
cover to cover during my 68th 
year." Naturally. Brother 
Smith is also offering a very 
readable Bible for sale, at 
only $15 in contributions 


Besides this, and on through 
the night, there is C.L. <‘‘B as 
in Bible") Burpo. who peddles 
prayer cloths And there is 
Mother Graham, a faith 


healer who advises that no 
affliction can withstand the 
power of God or the appeal of 
a cash offering. All good 
things are for sale on XERF; 
one chap used to hawk 
autographs of Jesus Christ. 
If the sale pitch is blatant, 
however, it is not un­ 
precedented. As long ago as 
1935 an iconoclastic physician 
named John Brinkley was 
ad vertisin g 
“ sex 
re ­ 
juvenation" surgery over a 
250.000-watt station that 
proceeded XERF in Ciudad 
Acuna. Brinkley said that goat 
glands were the answer to im- 
potency, and beamed his 
theory around the globe. 
Then as now. millions of 
listeners were receptive to 
radio propaganda. Brinkley is 
said to have earned $1 million 
a year by soliciting patients 
for his goat gland clinic. Alas, 
it wasn’t to last. In 1939, the 
Mexican government ex­ 
propriated Brinkley’s station, 
then tore it down for eventual 
reconstruction in Mexico City. 
Brinkley's industrious idea 
lay fallow for some years 
after the death of his station. 
Then, in 1945. American at­ 
torney Arturo Gonzales form­ 
ed a consortium to build a new 
station. And so XERF went on 
the air 30 years ago. in 1947, 
with 50.006 watts; the rest of 
the power (five tjmes the 
maximum allowed in the 
U.S.) was added in 1959. 
The ensuing three decades 
of programming have not 
been without static for XERF. 
Since the station is Mexican in 
name only (Gonzales and 
partners have rights to all air 
time), it has long been a 
target 
for 
Mexican 
nationalists, unionists and 
anti-Americanism. Trouble 
has been frequent; on occa­ 
sion the trouble has been 
violent and bloody 
One former X E R F an­ 
nouncer. Wolfman Jack (aka 
Robert Smith). remembers an 
evening years ago when a 
group of armed rivals tried to 
take over the station. The 
Wolfman says grimly that in 
order to survive he haul to ral­ 
ly a band of pistoleros of his 
own. who then withstood the 
attack by cutting down 
several of the invaders. 
As for the spirit of 
nationalism that periodically 


erupts south ot the ooroer, m- 
toraey Gonzales says he vivid­ 
ly remembers the woes John 
Brinkley had with the 
Federates. To avoid the same, 
he says. “ We pay a con­ 
siderable tax every two 
months.“ Also, the name of 
the Mexican president 
judiciously appears in two 
foot letters on the XERF 


building. 
■For all of the social and 
« tic a l concerns, however. 
|.S . controters of XERF do 
quite well. Especially in 
economics. The station sells 
14 hours of air time daily for 
$2-94 a minute, and the annual 
income now exceeds $1 
million. Arturo Gonzales, for 
one, has become a rich man 
with the operation; he lives on 
a 2.100 acre ranch in Del Rio. 
Texas. 
And then there are the 


schlockministers themselves. 
The preachers who buy 15-to- 
30 minutes of air time are 


likewise doing well. It is not 
unusual for pulpiteers to 
receive 900 contributions for a 
single broadcast. Many of 
them thus boast on the air that 
they have no other ministry 
save that which supports them 
via radio XERF. 
Not everyone in this 


radioland is everlastingly sup­ 
portive. XERF officers have 
received piles of letters from 
angry listeners who have been 
defrauded. Some do not get 
the merchandise they 
ordered; others have been 
sent worthless substitute 
items. For those cheated. 


XERF offers little con­ 
dolence; complaint letters are 
normally burned. 
Still, the station’s audience 


remains enormously trusting. 
And tonight, when Brother 
Carr or Brother Smith lace 
into their spiels, thousands of 
people will get outtheir

Kickapoos cling 
doggedly to freedom Pediatrician argues milk is a no-no

EAGLE PASS, Texas - 
(NEA) — The Apaches are 
tourism 
entrepreneurs, the 
Crow lease land to coal com­ 
panies, the Sioux are heavy 
into politics. But there is one 
Indian tribe that has refused 
to go the way of the 20th cen­ 
tury: the Kickapoo. perhaps 
the most traditional and in­ 
dependent Native Americans 
left on the continent. 
Kickapoos? Fictionalized by 
cartoonist A1 Capp as drunken 
bums with a crazed eye for 
the ladies of "LiT Abner," the 
trib e in fact lives in a 
Dogpatch of sorts. The In­ 
dians are migrant workers 
who camp here during the 
harvest months in a card­ 
board shantytown under the 
i n t e r n a t i o n a l 
b r i d g e ; 
Moonbeam McSwine would 
love the filth. 
Yet if their campsite is soil­ 
ed. their heritage isn’t. The 
Kickapoo have constituted a 
sovereign nation since before 
the birth of the United States. 
E v e n now t h e y ’r e not 
recognized as U.S. citizens, 
nor are they subjects of Mex­ 
ico. where they spend much of 
t h e i r 
t i m e . 
T h e y 
a r e 
autonomous, self governing — 
‘‘free." as they put it. 
The freedom did not come 
easily Though the Kickapoo 
began as Algonquian stock in 
the area of America's Great 
Lakes, wars and aggression 
forced them into a nomadic 
life. Tribal historians say 
many of the aggressors were 
frontier white men; at the 
time of the American Revolu­ 
tion. Kickapoos were so dis­ 
gusted with gettlers they sided 
with the British 
D e f e a t e d by g r e a t e r 
numbers, the Kickapoo tried 
to put permanent roots in the 
Oklahoma of a century ago 
But they did not meld with 
other Indians who were for­ 
saking the past, as a concilia­ 
tion to suspicious whites The 
Kickapoo say the' were told 
to change their primitive 
religious beliefs; instead, they 
found their way to Mexico 
It was a raw time in Mexico 
then. The Texas revolution 
had just ended, the govern­ 
ment changed virtually with 
the bed sh eets, and the 
northern plains were wild and 
u n p r o t e c t e d . 
Th u s 
the 
Kickapoo formed a contract 
with the functionarios; in 
return for 9,000 acres of land 
in the state of Coahuila. they 
would stand guard against 
U S raiding parties. 
But the tribe did not wholly 
abandon its native land Even

NEW YORK AP - Mil, the 
perfect food, the stuff that 
millions of mothers urge their 
kids to drink because it will 
make them strong, tall, and 
healthy-could there possible be 
anything wrong with it. 


Not just possibly, argues Dr. 
Frank A Oski, a pediatrician 
and department head at New 
York 
State 
University, 
but 
definitely. And he’s set out to 
prove his case in a book starkly 
entitled. 
“Don’t Drink Your 
Milk." 
“Isn’t it time," he asks, “for 
the weaning of America ?'' 


Milk-- cow’s nnlk, that is • is 
not natural. Dr. Oski contends, 
except for calves. For humans, 
especially infants and children, 
cow’s milk is linked with iron- 
deficiency anemia; is a cause of 
cram ps, 
vomiting, 
and 
diarrhea; can cause allergic 
reactions like nasal congestion, 
asthma, skin rash, chest in­ 
fections 
including bronchitis, 
and may play a role in the origin 
of arteriosclerosis and heart 
attacks, Dr. Oski says. 


His book published by Wyden 
Books in August, was written 
with reporter John D. Bell. It 
includes a discussion of the 
politics of the milk industry, but 
its main focus is the medical 
aspect. 


“I think this is a subject, the 
bad parts about milk, that 
should be brought to the at­ 
tention of the public," Dr. Oski 
said in an interview. “The public 


is bombarded with the good 
things about milk continuously, 
so that it’s part of the collective 
unconscious. 
When 
I 
see 
children all the time who are 
affected badly by milk, well, 
somebody has to stand up and 
say. “Hey, wait a minute.’” 


Taking allergic reactions to 
milk as an example, Dr. Oski 
says that 25 per cent of children 
who are fed cow milk before the 
age of six months will develop 
one or more allergies. For those 
given cow milk before l year of 
age, he says, 8 to 10 per cent 
develop allergies. 


A spokesman for the National 
Dairy Countil, Robert Kowalski, 
said, 
“ Yes, 
milk 
causes 
allergies, there’s no question 
about it.” But he added that the 
majority of pediatricians place 
the estimate at 1 to 2 per cent, 
and that the allergy is outgrown 
at age 2. 


“It’s unfortunate that Dr. Oski 
has chosen to denounce milk 
drinking at a time when a 
number 
of 
nutrition sur- 
veyshave demonstrated that 
many American diets are low on 
ribloflavin. 
vitamin A, and 
calcium - nutrients abundant in 
milk and other dairy foods,” 
Kowalski said. “Most health 
authorities 
still 
recommend 
eating balanced diets with foods 
from four bask: food groups: 
milk, 
meat, 
fruits 
and 
vegetables, and grains.” 


Another anti-milk point made 
by Dr. Oski in his book is that the 
majority of the people in the 
world are “lactose intolerant.” 
Lactose is the sugar in milk. 


When the lactose in milk is 
consumed, it must be broken 
down by the enzyme la ctase 
before it can be absorbed from 
the intestinal tract into the blood 
stream. But if the amount of 


opacity 
t down, I 
the enzyme to break it down, the 
result in the intestine is a sense 
of bloating, gas, cramps and 
perhaps a watery diarrhea. 
Dr. Oski said a study at John 
Hopkins School of Medicine 
showed that IS per cent of all 
whites and 70 per cent of all 
Macks tested were unable to 
digest lactose. “Surveys of the 
world populations were begun 
and we now know that far more 
people are unaMe to digest 
lactose than are able to digest 
it,” Dr. Osld writes. 
The Dairy Council’s Kowalski 
counters that no other resear­ 
chers have come up with the 
same results as those in the 
Hopkins study. And he contends 
that 
checks 
with 
health 
department officials and others 
involved in providing milk for 
blacks and others held to be 
lactose 
intolerant 
failed .to 
produce such evidence. 


However, Dr. Oski recom­ 
mends against giving any infant 
any cow milk. 
“Ideally,” 
he 
writes,“the 
infant should be exclusively fed 
human milk for the first year of 
life. If this is not possible or 
desirable, then the infant should 
be fed a commercial formula for 
the first year, 


“The infant should never 
receive cow milk in an un­ 
modified form. After the first 
year of life, the child requires no 
milk of any type. The child, like 
us adults, can thrive without 
cow milk ever crossing his lips.” 


Dr. Oski also says it is possible 
for the infant and child to get 
enough calcium for the teeth and 
bones from other foods, such as 
spinach, sardines and other fish. 
“One helping of spinach con­ 
tains as much calcium as One 
glass of milk,” he writes.

NEW YORK AP - Mil. the 
perfect food, the stuff that 
millions of mothers urge their 
kids to drink because it will 
make them strong, tall, and 
healthy-could there possible be 
anything w rong with it 
Not just possibly, argues Dr 
Frank A Oski, a pediatrician 
and department head at New 
York 
State 
University, 
but 
definitely And he's set out to 
prove his case in a book starkly 
entitled 
"Don't Drink Your 
Milk " 
"Isn't it time." he asks, "for 
the weaning of America?" 


Milk-- cow ’s nnlk, that is - is 
not natural. Dr. Oski contends, 
except for calves. For humans, 
especially infants and children, 
cow's milk is linked with iron- 
deficiency anem ia; is a cause of 
cram ps. 
vomiting, 
and 
diarrhea; can cause allergic 
reactions like nasal congestion, 
asthma, skin rash, chest in­ 
fections 
including bronchitis, 
and may play a role in the origin 
of arteriosclerosis and heart 
attacks. Dr. Oski says. 


His book published by Wyden 
Books in August, was written 
with reporter John D Bell. It 
includes a discussion of the 
politics of the milk industry, but 
its main focus is the medical 
aspect 


"I think this is a subject, the 
bad parts about milk, that 
should be brought to the at­ 
tention of the public," Dr Oski 
said in an interv iew "The public 


is bombarded with the good 
things about milk continuously, 
so that it’s part of the collective 
unconscious. 
When 
I 
see 
children all the time who are 
affected badly by milk, well, 
somebody has to stand up and 
say “ Hey, wait a minute.’” 


Taking allergic reactions to 
milk as an example. Dr. Oski 
says that 25 per cent of children 
who are fed cow milk before the 
age of six months will develop 
one or more allergies. For those 
given cow milk before 1 year of 
age. he says, 8 to 10 per cent 
develop allergies. 


A spokesman for the National 
Dairy Countil. Robert Kowalski, 
said. 
"Y es, 
milk 
causes 
allergies, there's no question 
about it." But he added that the 
majority of pediatricians place 
the estimate at 1 to 2 per cent, 
and that the allergy is outgrown 
at age 2. 


“It’s unfortunate that Dr. Oski 
has chosen to denounce milk 
drinking at a time when a 
num ber 
of 
nutrition 
sur- 
veyshave 
demonstrated 
that 
many American diets are low on 
ribloflavin 
vitamin 
A, 
and 
calcium - nutrients abundant in 
milk and other dairy foods," 
Kowalski said. "Most health 
authorities 
still 
recommend 
eating balanced diets with foods 
from four basic food groups; 
milk. 
m eat, 
fruits 
and 
vegetables, and grains. ’’ 


Another anti-milk point made 
by Dr Oski in his book is that the 
majority of the people in the 
world are "lactose intolerant." 
Lactose is the sugar in milk 


When the lactose in milk is 
consumed, it must be broken 
down by the enzyme la ctase 
before it can be absorbed from 
the intestinal tract into the blood 
stream But if the amount of 


lactose exceeds the capacity of 
the enzyme to break it down, the 
result in the intestine is a sense 
of bloating, gas. cramps and 
perhaps a watery diarrhea. 
Dr. Oski said a study at John 
Hopkins 
School of Medicine 
showed that 15 per cent of all 
whites and 70 per cent of all 
blacks tested were unable to 
digest lactose. “Surveys of the 
world populations were begun 
and we now know that far more 
people are unable to digest 
lactose than are able to digest 
it," Dr Oski writes 
The Dairy Council's Kowalski 
counters that no other resear­ 
chers have come up with the 
same results as those in the 
Hopkins study And he contends 
that 
checks 
with 
health 
department officials and others 
involved in providing milk for 
blacks and others held to be 
lactose 
intolerant 
failed 
to 
produce such evidence. 


However, Dr. Oski recom­ 
mends against giving any infant 
any cow milk. 
“Ideally," 
he 
writes,"the 
infant should be exclusively fed 
human milk for the first year of 
life If this is not possible or 
desirable, then the infant should 
be fed a commercial formula for 
the first year. 


"The 
infant 
should 
never 
receive cow milk in an un­ 
modified form. After the first 
year of life, the child requires no 
milk of any type The child, like 
us adults, can thrive without 
cow milk ever crossing his lips ” 


Dr. Oski also says it is possible 
for the infant and child to get 
enough calcium for the teeth and 
bones from other foods, such as 
spinach, sardines and other fish. 
"One helping of spinach con­ 
tains as much calcium as one 
glass of milk," he writes

WASHINGTON (AP) - It 
will be a cold day in Panama 
when Ronald Reagan changes 
his mind about the canal 
And the issue Reagan dram a­ 
tized has not lost its political 
punch, which is why President 
Carter faces a tough campaign 
to sell the Senate on a treaty 
that would yield U.S. control of 
the Panama Canal and Zone at 
the end of this century. 
In his drive for ratification, 
which will take 67 Senate votes. 
Carter is going to have to con­ 
vince a group of politicians that 
they should take the risk of 
supporting the treaty despite 
widespread opposition among 
their constituents He is going 
to have to do it at the begin­ 
ning of a congressional election 
year 
There is no better evidence of 
the problem Carter faces now 
than the way he handled the is­ 
sue when he was a candidate 
himself — and said he did not 
favor relinquishing control of 
the canal Politicians, at least 
successful ones, do not custo­ 
marily take positions that con 
tradict the views of the voters 
So, m presidential campaign 
debate. Carter said he would 
keep negotiating with Panama 
on such issues as U.S. pay­ 
ments and the reduction of 
American forces, but vowed 
"I would never give up com­ 
plete control or practical con 
trol of the Panama Canal Zone 


The President acknowledges 
that he changed his mind, and 
said he believes others will, 
too. as the American people 
come to understand the terms 
of the treaty 
Actually,

Reagan always said that the 
issue was there before he was, 
and that he hit on it because 
voters raised the question.
